1. Claims 1,5, 7, 9-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ohbayashi et al. 

The"an the like?' phrase referred to by applicants is deemed to modify "inorganic 
particle^, not "silica ".Jike inorganic particles are disclosed in column 13, lines 35-44 and 
include alumina (line 42). There is no discussion of silicon-containing particles which are 
like silica. 

It is acknowledged that applicants' specification exampleSestablish that t 
unexpected results are obtained with alumina particles surface^None of applicants' *y

claims are commensurate with this disclosure.
